TO DOOM EXTENSIVE RING

With seizures of large quantities of | 


gum opium in the Union Station here | 
and in New York Federal customs Offi- 
cers believe they are closing in on an 
organized band of drug peddlers. which | 
has been keeping the South supplied | 
with illicit narcotics. 

The opium seized here, and valued at | 
$50,000, was found in a trunk which had 
been transported to the Capital from 
New York on a passenger’s baggage 
check and was similar in all respects 
to the four trunks seized in New York 
last week. 

Customs inspectors in New York had 
traced the shipment of the single trunk 
out of New York to Washington, and it 
was upon information furnished by 
them that local customs officers made 
the seizure. 

Special Agent Michael J. Collins fol- 
lowed the trunk here from New York 
and was joined at the station by Fred- 
erick Proctor, agent of the local cus- 
toms house. In the baggage room they 
After waiting for 
someone to claim the trunk, and find- 
ing that the owner apparently had been 
“tipped off” that it was being watched, 
the agents icxok the trunk to the 
Georgetown Customs House. They 
found that it contained fourteen pack- 
ages of gun opium weighing twelve 
pounds each. 

The similarity between the trunk 
taken here and those seized in New 
York has convinced Federal agents that 
a drug ring had been attempting to 
flood the country with an extraordina- 
rily heavy shipment. They believe, 
however, that they have broken the 
back of the ring by their seizures, since 
even a nation-wide gang could ill afford 
to lose the immensely valuable ship- 
ments which have been seized.

Mrs. Van Winkle Says Record 
Exceeds That of Police- 
men and Detectives. 


Locating and returning to. their 
homes 245 “missing persons,” the 
Women’s Bureau of the Police Depart- 
ment set a record for the last year 
which the efforts of the fourteen po- 


lice precincts and the Detective Bureau 
combined failed to cqual. Together 
their total reached 169, according to a 
report which Mrs. Mina Van Winkle, 
head of the bureau, said she will sub- 
mit to Maj.

A total of 1,164 persons, including 
out of the city persons, were reported 
missing during the year. Of this num- 
ber 478 returned to their homes vol- 
untarily. Seventy-seven are still car- 
ried on police records as missing, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Van Winkle’s report. 

More than 200 of the cases handled 
were “confidential,” so called because 
the relatives of the missing persons 
requested the police not to send out a 
general “lookout,” but to apprehend 
and return the person sought without 
publicity.

WOMBN IN LEGISLATURES. 

One hundred and twenty-two women held 
membership in State legislatures this year, ac- 
cording to a census compiled by the National 
League of Women Voters. Eleven of these 
were senators. Thirty-four of the 48 States 
had feminine legislators. Eight States—Penn- 
sylvania, Maine, Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Ohio and Illinois— 
had five or more. ' Connecticut led with sixteen. 

It desérves note that all these women, with 
the exception of five, says the Philadelphia Eve- 
ning Bulletin, were regular Republicans or 
Democrats, the Republicans leading with. 86. 
The Kast has more women legislators than the 
West. Outside New.England and the adjoining 
Pennsylvania-New Jersey group only two Cen- 
tral States, both east of the Mississippi, have as 
many as five women. Wyoming, where woman 
was first enfranchised, has only one. 

These figures show that the woman legislator 
is a regular in politics, affiliating herself with 


one of the two major parties and, if of inde- 


pendent inclinations, working within party 
lines for the ends she seeks. As members of 
legislatures they have aimed to be the repre- 
sentatives of their men and women. constitu- 
ents, rather than special exponents of feminis- 
tic causes,

IS BIG AID TO LISTENERS 


In telling radio dealers how they 
might assist the Federal Radio Com- 
mission in bringing about better 
broadcasting conditions, Chairman 
W. H. G. Bullard yesterday suggested 
they advocate a clause in city bullding 
permits’ to protect listeners against 
man-made nterference. Chairman 
Bullard was the principal speaker at 
the annual meeting of the Atwater 
Kent radio dealers in the Washington 
territory, held under the auspices of 
the Southern Wholesalers, Inc, 

“Listeners complain of local dis- 
turbances, such as leaky electric power 
lines, street car and other motors, 
violet ray machines, and s0 on,” Chair- 
man Bullard said, addressing the gath- 
ering. “Why couldn’t radio dealers in 
various parts of the country, possibly 
through their chambers of commerce, 
recommend that it be required by city 
ordinance that builders install con- 
densers in connection with any elec- 
trical apparatus which may give 
trouble to radio listeners? 

“I know of an apartment house right 
here in Washington where, when the 
elevator motor is running, radio lis- 
teners are given trouble. This could 
be eliminated—as such trouble gen- 
erally could be corrected—by the in- 
stallation of a system of condensors, 
which ought not to cost more than 
one to two dollars. 

“This really should be provided for 
when the apparatus is originally in- 
stalled, and I believe the first city or 
town which framed an ordinance to 
that effect would have its name writ- 
ten large on the radio map. Like- 
wise, other cities would be sure to 
follow suit.” 


COAL PEACE SEEN 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE 


Operators Name Committee | 


to Consider a Proposal 
at Chicago. 


Chicago, Sept. 12 (A.P.).—Settlement 
in the near future of the coal strike in 
Iiilnois, affecting 72,000 men and 420 
mines, was foreseen today in the ap- 
pointment of a committee of nine 
operators to consider the situation. 

Appointed after the operators had 
heard a report of its subcommittee, 
consisting of H. C. Perry and George 
Harrington, the committee of nine will 
report tomorrow morning. Although no 
statement was made regarding the con- 
sideration, of what the subcommittee 
had recommended, it was believed the 
operators were planning a counter-pro- 
posal to one offered by the miners. 

It was understood the offer of the 
miiners, made on suggestion of John L. 
Lewis, international president, after the 
joint committee of two miners and two 
operators had failed to reach an agree- 
ment, was for a return to work immedi- 
ately on the Jacksonville agreement 
while a new commission of four took 
up the problem of settlement.

House Would Only Mark Time. 


In reiterating his opposition to an 
extra session of the House, Mr. Tilson 
declared that it could only mark time 
until the Army engineers had submit- 
ted their report on flood control. In 
so far as tax reduction is concerned 
nothing can be done, he said, until the 
ways and means committee has worked 
out a plan. 

Mr. Tilson said he still held to the 
hope that a $3800,000,000 reduction 
would be possible, but added that he 
and the President agreed that this 
could not be done unless appropriations 
are held down. 

In this connection it developed that 
the requests of the Army, Navy and 
Interior Departments are the chief ob- 
stacles in the way of a tax reduction. 
They are seeking far more am the 
preliminary allocation. 

So far as the Navy is concerned the 
preliminary allocation provides for all 
cruisers that have been authorized. 


Preferred Status for Flood. 


Mr. Tilson said that flood relief and 
flood control are to be given preferred 
Status. Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
has apparently found another means of 
aiding one phase of his flood relief plan. 
He recommended to the President while 
the latter was at Rapid City that the 
Federal Government extend assistance 
toward the payment of levee taxes and 
amortization charges in the _ flood 
stricken areas. The Presidént demurred 
and now it develops that the Secretary 
of Commerce is being very successful in 
having the State legislatures handle the 
matter. 

After his conference with the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Tilson said there was no ques- 
tion in his mind that the President had 
definitely eliminated himself from the 
1928 presidential race. Senator Curtis 
was not so clear on the,subject. Neither 
of them indicated that the question 
was broached to the President, however.

Kellogg Sees President. 


Secretary of State Kellogg was 
closeted with the President for more 
than an hour. It was indicated that 
there was some discussion of the Cuban 
and Mexican ambassadorships, but 
there was no intimation as to Mr. Kel- 
loge’s recommendation, if he has any. 

The impression was obtained that if 
there was any it did not apply to an 
Ohio man. Senators Willis and Fess 
have both been working for an Ohio 
appointee to the Mexican post. 

The Secretary of State said he did 
not discuss’ the question of the French 
tariff with the President. He had ex- 
pected a summary of it yesterday, but 
it did not arrive. He plans to take it 
up with the President as soon as he 
‘does receive this summary.

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Second Walkout, in Sympathy 
With Union Workers, 
Affects 140. 


PARENTS MAY FACE FINES 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 12 (A.P.).—As chil- 
dren of striking union miners aban- 
doned their “sympathy strike” at one 
Allegheny County school today, a 
“walkout” developed at another. 


School authorities announced all but 
five of the “strikers” at the Gallatin 
School had returned to their studies. 
At the Axleton School, however, it Was 
learned 140 of a total of 203 pupils had 
failed to attend classes this afternoon. 

E. Dickey, superintendent of 
county schools, said he believed school 
aut’c ‘ities would have as little trouble 
solving the difficulties at Axleton as 
they had at Gallatin where the trouble 
started when children of union miners 
refused to attend classes with those of 
nonunion workers. 

“We do not want to deal too harshly 
with these children or their parents,” 
Dickey said in expressing hope that it 
would not be necessary to have re- 
course to the State attendance law to 
‘compel the children to return to 
}school. “Of course, they are break- 
|ing the law by staying away from 
school, and if they continue to refuse 
to attend classes we shall be forced to 
serve the parents with summonses and 
they will be fined from $2.50 to $5 for 
the first offenses.” 

The trouble started at Gallatin last 
Tuesday, when State police, at the re- 
| quest of the Pittsburgh Coal Co., went 
to the school to protect the children of 
nonunion workers from the jibes of 
union sympathizers. A day or so later, 
the union children failed to report. 
Conferences were held between parents 
of the “striking” students and school 
authorities with the result that all but 
five had returned to school this after- 
noon. 

A similar strike also developed at 
Lock No. 3, in the same coal field, but 
this situation adjusted itself in a feW 
days. Normal conditions had been ré- 
stored there today. 


Claims Commission 
Keeps Quarters Here 


(Associated Press.) 


A report from Mexico City that ses- 
Sions of the Mexican-American General 
Claims Commission had been trans- 
ferred to the Mexican capital by agree- 
ment with the Washington Government 
was explained yesterday at the State- 
Department as applying only to one 
meeting of the commission, and its 
headquarters will remain in Washing- 
ton. 

The Mexican government desired for 
reasons not made known here that 
meetings be shifted to Mexico City. A 
conference, however, resulted in an 
agreement that one meeting be held 
there, the date being subject to ratifi- 
cation by the Mexican congress of the 
recently negotiated treaty extending 
the commission’s life for two years.

MAY BUILD IN CAPITAL 


New National Headquarters 
Will Contain Library and 


Printing Laboratory. 


New York, Sept. 12 (A.P.).—Members 
of the United Typotheta of America, 
gathered here in their forty-first an- 
nual convention, today ratified plans 
for a national headquarters building in 
a city yet to be chosen.

“CAT” WILL PLEAD

Terrorist of Chicago Women 
Is Indicted on 5 Counts; 
Bail Is $250,000. 


Chicago, Sept. 12 (A.P.).—William E. 
Baker, Chicago’s self-confessed ‘cat 
bandit,” terrorist of scores of North 
Side women, was indicted on five counts 
i the grand jury shortly after noon 

today. 

Authorities said Baker could plead 
guilty to three charges of. robbery with 
gun and two charges of burglary when 
he appears in court for trial. 

Following the testimony of witnesses 
in the five cases selected against Baker 
by the prosecution, he was held yester- 
oa to grand jury in bonds totaling 
$250;000. 


His wife, Mrs. Helen Baker, held on 4 
charge of accessory after the fact of 
robbery, was released from jail today 
and allowed to sign her own bond of 
$1,000 when she appealed for hearing 
on a petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus.

Russian Countess 


Philadélphia, Sept. 12 (A.P.).—The 
Philadelphia Inquirer says the Rev. 
Paul Woolley, of the China Inland Mis- 
sion in this city, and Countess Helene 
von der Pahlen, of Wernigerode, Ger- 
many, will be married Friday in the 
Presbyterian Church at Ardmore, a 
suburb of this city. The Rev. E. G. 
Rawson, pastor of the church, will 
perform the ceremony, the newspaper 
states. 

Countess von der Pahlen is the 
daughter of the late Count Constantine 
von der Pahlen, member of the Russian 
Senate during the reign of Czar Nich- 
olas. She met Mr. Woolley while he was 
taking a special course in theology at 
Berlin University. Mr. Woolley, a grad- 
uate of Princeton University, is the son 
of E. Y. Woolley, a member of the bank- 
ing firm of Lee Higginson & Co., of 
Boston. He intends to do mission work 
in China. 


Jvaunch Burns at Sea; 


Glen Cove, N. Y., Sept. 12 (A.P.).— 
The 30-foot launch Nana, owned by W. 
A. W. Stewart, of Cold Spring Harbor, 
Long Island, was burned to the water’s 
edge today when its engine backed-fired, 
igniting an accumulation of oil. 

Persons on the shore, seeing a man 
dive from the blazing craft, but not 
seeing any small boat put out from it, 
at first thought that there was at least 
one casualty. It developed later, how- 
ever, that Capt. Anker Nelson, the sole 
occupant of the launch, was the person 
seen diving overboard, and that he had 
clambered into a rowboat attached to 
the Nana. Nelson later was picked up 
by an oyster boat and landed at Cold 
Spring Harbor. 


League Budget Fixed 
At 2,487,962 Francs 


Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 12 (A.P.). 
The budget of the League of Nations 
for 1928 has been fixed at 2,487\962 
Swiss francs, an increase of about 
370,000 francs over 1927. (The Swiss 
franc is approximately 19 cents.) 

The league has received a letter from 
M. Tchitcnherin, Russian foreign min- 
ister, saying that the Soviet govern- 
ment notes with interest the effort 
made by the recent economic confer- 
ence to trace the guiding lines of work 
to be done in the domain of economic 
exchanges between nations. M. Tchitch- 
erin adds that he will strive for the 
realization of the resolutions for which 
the Russian delegates voted, s0 as to 
harmonize with the ideas. guiding Rus- 
sia’s economic activity. 


Dry Agent Is Slain; 
Policeman Accused 


Bluefield, W. Va., Sept. 12 (A.P.).— 
N. Dow Dillow, Federal prohibition of- 
ficer in charge of the Bluefield unit 
and former Bluefield chief of police, 
was shot to death tonight, authorities 
said, by John L. Williams, city patrol- 
man. Dillow’s attendance to Williams’ 
wife were said to have led to the shoot- 
ing. 

Dillow was killed while sitting in his 
automobile with Mrs. Williams, police 
said. Williams, they reported, made no 
attempt to harm his wife. and sur- 
rendered immediately after the shoot- 
ing. He declared he had shot in self 
defense. 


Alleged British Spies 
Must Die, Says Soviet 


Leningrad, Russia, Sept. 12 (A.P.).— 
Of the 26 alleged spies charged with 
espionage in Russia in behalf of the 
British intelligence service, nine were 
sentenced today to death by shooting. 
Thirteen were given prison terms vary- 
ing from six months to eight years, and 
the other four were acquited. 

Among those condemned to death is 
Albert Goyer, reputed head of the group 
and said to have been an international 
spy since 1916. The others are M. Galit- 
sky, two brothers named Khilopushin, 
M. Gruzdev, two brothers named Tal, 
M. Kunitzin-Neradovy and Alexander 
Shorina.

Paint Rock, Tex., Sept. 12 (A.P.).— 
The painted rocks on the Concho River, 
treasured as one of the most valuable 
relics of Indian habitation in the 
State, are in danger of being effaced 
by mutilation at the hands of visitors. 

Initials of tourists from all parts of 
the world have been scratched on the 
rocks, which extend for about a quar- 
ter of a milé along a high bluff. 

Crude drawings by modern “artists” 
have scratched the paint and pro- 
vided cracks at which the weather can 
work to erase the Indian art from the 
rocks. 

The paint used by the Indians still 
is good, and probably would last for 
several decades, experts say, if tour- 
ists would refrain from scratchina at it.
